Thus the Winnipeg Free Press Heads a Boost for Gliechen 


The Winnipeg Free Press last 
week gave Gleichen a half page 
boost aceompained by four very 
good cuts. One represents round- 
ing up cattle on the ranges near 
Gleichen, the view being taken be- 
Haminer Hill, Another cut 
shows the Gleichen stock yard 
filled with beef steers for shipment 
to the Yukon by Chris Bartsch. 

The third is a seene of harvest 
fiell of operations at Mrs, A. BE, 
Williams and a fourth a portion of 
the Big Cut on the Southern Alber- 
ta Co's. irrigation canal south of 
town, 

The writer of the article was here 
last December and congequently the 
article Inacks many interesting 
features, but is well worthy of per- 
usal as appended: 

The Albertan town of Gleichen, 
situated on the main line of the C. 
P. R., about fifty-five miles east of 
Calgary, adjoins the Blackfeet In- 
dian reserve, and enjoys the adyan- 
tages of a good mixed farming ter- 
ritory. This town practically start- 
ed with the advent of the Canadian 
Pacific railway some years ago and 
has been growing steadily ever since 
and now has an estimated popula- 
tion of over 1000. Both the towne- 
and farmers are mainly Can- 
Americans, and old country 
people, and are now typical of the 
experienced western Canadian set- 
tler. 

The Jand is composed of a med- 
ium to heavy soil and is welladapt- = 
ed for raising successfully all kinds 
of cereals. As this district is with- 
in the Canadian Pacifie Irrigation 
area, land naturally varies in price. 
Non-irrigable Jand varies from $15 
per acre upwards,and irrigable land 
from $30 per acre upwards. 

Soil Fertility 

The fertility of the soil is seen in 
the excellent quality and quantity 
of the crops raised therefrom. Last 
year’s harvest statistics amply con- 
firm this. The amount of wheat 
marketed from the 1912 crop was 
216,094 bushels; of oats 63,600 
bushels; of barley 15,400 bushels 
and of flax.6,800 bu. These figures 
were made up to December last and 
represented roughly about 25 per 
cent of the then marketable crop. 
The quality of the grain is well 
shown in the averages obtained per 
Wheat averaged about 30 busy 
oats 75 bus. and barley 40 bushels. 

Another favorable indication of 
the extensive farming operations 
carried on in the Gleichen district 
is revealed by the large amount of 
agricultural machinery sold during 
the last season, totalling in value 
approximately, $175,000, 

This district is also well adapted 
for cattle, and a large amount of 
stock is being raised. That this is 
a lucrative and extensive local in- 
dustry is plainly demonstrated by 
the fact of 7000 cattle marketed the

$525,000, Sheep, too, are being 
raised in fair quantities, there being 
some 13,000 marketed last year, 
valued at $227,500. 

Extensive poultry raising opera- 
tions are being carried on by the 
farmers, for which there is a good 
and ready market. ‘That this pro- 
fitable branch of agriculture is 
revealed by the productive quality 
and quantity, which is improving 
every year. Dairying is also anoth- 
er important feature of Gleichen, 
there being a high class creamery 
located in the town. 

Fuel and Water Supply 

‘The question of an efficient fuel 
supply is also a very satisfactory 
feature, There are two coal mines 
located on the Indian reserve and 
situated 6 and 14 miles respectively 
6 and 14 miles respectively from 
the town. A good supply of coal is 
obtained from these mines, prices 
varying from 85 per ton up. 

The water supply is derived from 
wells producing a very abundant 
supply, the daily capacity being 
7,000 cubic feet. The cost to the 
average householder is 81.50) per 
month. 

Last year’s municipal improve- 
menta which were effected involved 
an outlay of $5,000, 
the town comprise in extent about 
two and a half miles. ‘There ave 
extensive sidewalks and from half 
to three-quarters of a mile of sewers

Gleichen is well supplied with tele- 
phones, possessing the town, rural 
and long distance systems, 

The material growth of the town 
isshown by the present assessment 
on its rateable property, which total 
$370,810. This assessment total is 
under the single tax basis, which 
now stands at 30 mills. The pres- 
ent debenture debt stands at $44,- 
OOU, 

The educational needs of Gleich- 
en are well met by a good school 
building, which has seating accom. 
modation for 160 pupils, The spac- 
ious school building was erected be- 
tween three and four years ago at a 
cost of $14,000. Under the capable 
training of three qualified teachers 
the education of some 100 pupils is 
well assured, 

Commercial Status 

The commercial aspect of Gleich- 
en is well reflected in the large num 
and other business 
places, numbering over fifty. They 
comprise the usual list of business 
requisite to the needs of a healthy 
and thriving agricultural commun. 
ity, and are eondueted by energetic 
men experienced in western Canad: 
inn methods, Among these lines are 
included two real estate agents, two 
branch banks, the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce and the Royal Bank 
of Canada, three grain elevators 
with a total storage capacity of 90,- 
O0U bushels, two doctors, a lawyer,

Every learned minister knows that 
the Hebrew word Sheol really means 
the grave, the pit, the state of death. 
Why do they hesitate to tell 
people the whole truth on this sub- 
ject? Why do they translate it part 
of the time ‘‘the grave’ and at other 
times ‘the underworld?’ Why do 
they use the translation, ‘the grave” 
in one place, and “‘the pit’ in an- 
other, and then refuse to translate 
word at all in the third instance, 
but give the word Sheol? Was 
their intention to confuse the people?! 
What is the motive? We wish that 
some of these great men would ex- 
plain. 

We would like to have our minis- 
terial brethren state their reasons for 
pursuing # course of hiding the truth 
on the subject of hell. Only because 
they neglect to give the reasons. do 
we feel at liberty to suggest them. It 
seems to me that these ministers are 
of two classes, and that their reasons 
are therefore slightly different.

The Pennsylvania Will Be the Greatest 
of All the Dreadnoughts. 

As designed the new United States 
battleship Pennsylvania cranks as the 
most powerful Dreadnought  bullt, 
building or authorized by any of the 
great naval powers, Her principal dl- 
mensions are: Length over all, 08 
feet; beam, 07 feet, and draft, 20 
feet, on a displacement of 21,000 tons 
on trial, which fs but two-thirds of her 
full load displacement of 32,500 tons. 

The Pennsylvania's armament con- 
sists of twelve fourteen-inch guns 
mounted in four turrets on the center 
line of the ship. With three guns in 
each turret, there is a fore and aft fire 
of six guns and a broadside fire of tho 
whole battery. There is a torpedo de- 
fense battery of twenty-two five-inch 
guus, which are carried mostly on the 
main deck about twenty-two feet 
above the water line, In addition there 
are four submerged twenty-one inch 
torpedo tubes and numerous machine 
and quick fire guns 

The armor consists of a main belt 
eighteen feet deep and fourteen inches 
thick, extending below the water line, 
with transverse bulkhends athwartship 
at either end of the belt. The barbette 
armor {s fourteen inches in thickness, 
and the sloping port plates of the tur- 
rets nre eighteen inches thick, with a 
roof of five inch armor plate. 

‘The speed of the ship is to bs a trifle 
greater than that of her predecessors, 
or about twenty-one knots, Another 
important fenture is the larger fuel 
supply, witb its resultant increase in 
radius of action. 

The building of this ship will occupy 
three years. The cost of the hull, ma- 
chinery and equipment will be $7,260,- 
000 and that of the a mor $3,000,000 
more. ‘To these two figures, making a 
total of over $10,00000, must eventu- 
ally be added the cost of the guns, 
which will approximate $1,000,000, 
thus making the total cost of the ves- 
sel over $11,000,000.—New York Sun.
